Likely to Be Effected. 


Senator Stewart a Possible Presidential 
Candidate on. the Third Party

Cixcinnati, Jnne 28.—[By thé Associ- 
ated Press.] The sixth annual conven- 
tion of the Prohibition party will-open 
tomorrow morning in the big Music 
Hail. Unless an finpromising effort to 
patch up differences and agree ona new 
man is successful, there will be a fight 
forthe honor of being the Presidential 
nominee of the party. Gen. Bidwell 
of California and Jennings Demorest. of 
New York are leading competitors for 
the nomination, and delegates are be- 
coming so excited over the contest that 
there is talk of bringing out a dark 
horse as a means of healing the two 
factions. Clay Bascom of Troy, N. Y., 
is most mentioned as the compromise, 
and occasionally Gideon I. Stewart of 
Ohio and Prof. Dickie of Michigan are 
suggested. Bidwell’s and Demorest’s 
friends regard the talk of a dark horse 
with disfavor, and many delegates 
think the matter has gone so far that 
it mustbe foughtout, Bidwell’s friends 
claim his nomination on the first ballot 
and ridicule Demorest’s claims. ~~ 

The Demorest men are making much 
of the strong sentiment against fusion 
with the People’s party. The opposi- 
tion to fusion is very marked, and Miss 
Willard tonight is apparently alcne in 
advocacy of it. The leaders of both 
factions appear united on the surface 
in antagonism to the proposition. Ex- 
Gov. John P. St. John of Kansas wili 
preside tomorrow, A. F. Wolfenberger 
of Nebraska will be secretary, A. A. 
Stevens of Pennsylvania or Prof. 
Dickie will probably be - permanent 
chairman. Walter Hill of Georgia. 
Joshua Levering of Maryland, Col. Bain 
of Kentucky, John W. Russell of Detroit 
and A. A. Stevens of Pennsylvania are 
suggested as good Vice-Presidential 
timber. 

The work of the convention prac- 
tically opened today with a ngof 
ational Committee, amt 
T. Dickie of Atm Arbor, Mich., pre- 
sided. The primary object of the meet- 
ing was the election of temporary offi- 
cers for the convention, but the com- 
mittee did not confine itself to this, and 
the meeting was largely of the nature 
of acaucusto shape as far as possible 
in advance the: proceedings of the con- 
vention. Attention was drawn tothe 
coincidence that this latest and-most 
promising convention of the party is 
held in Ohio, the State in which the 
first Presidential candidate of the Pro- 
hibitionists was named. All sorts of 
pleasant auguries were drawn from this 
fact. 

The leaders express confidence that 
there would be the iargest convention 
ever held by Prohibitionists, and are 
making preparations to give the move- 
ment a boom. . Music Hall, in which the 
convention is to be held, is the place in 


which Hancock was nominated for the | 


Presidency. It has a seating capacity 
of nearly 5000. The building is deco- 
flags, coats of

| suitable to a Prohibition convention, 


and a few not complimentary to the 
leading political parties. One hundred 
and fifty delegates are in.town, and 
several special trains are on the way. 
Fourteen carloads are expected from 
the Pacific Coast and the far West. 
The Southern delegates are scattering. 
Some far Southern States will not be 
well represented. 

Ali sorts of ideas are bruited about 
among the delegates present for pres- 
entation to the convention. The 
Presidential nomination at \ present 
seems to lie between Gen. Bidwell and 
Mr. Demorest. The former is the 
choice of the leaders who-are putting 


him forward to oppose Demorest. The {| 
principal point urged in favor of the 


latter seems to be that he will subscribe 
liberally to the campaign, but the lead- 
ers Want a man who will take well as a 
speaker, and they say if Demorest is 
nominated it will be necessary to send 
him away until the campaign is over, 
so that he can not make speeches or be 
interviewed. 

A sensation was created in the beer 
and music halls over the Rhine last 
night by visits from ex-Gov. St. John of 
Kansas, his wife, Rev. M. C. Lockwood 
and Mrs. Helen Gougar and other prom- 
inent Prohibitionists. They saw the 
actual workings of these places, but 
made no attempt to do missionary work 
among them, 

Frances E. Willard announces that 
she will use every endeavor to have the 
convention adopt a resolution pledging 
the party to withdraw its Presidentia! 
candidate if the Peopie’s party conven- 
tion at Omaha puts upa man satisfac- 
tory to the National Prohibition Com- 
mittee, that committee to be vested 
with discretionary power in the matter. 
She will ask tohavethe name of the 
Prohibition party changed to the 
‘‘Home Protection party.’? Among the 
delegates WhO arrived today are those 
from Oregon. 

Miss Willard’s idea in the case of 

fusion is for each party to retain its or- 
ganization and to fight out its campaign 
on its own lines. She has little hope of 
‘success, however, as there is strong op- 
position to fusion. Some of the oppo- 
nents go so farastocallhera ‘Prohi- 
bitien mMegwump.”’ 

Mrs. Gougar says fusion with the 
People’s party would be as unwise as 
fusion with either of the old parties, as 
itisa whisky party as much as the 
others; while their financial policy, 
evenifthey should adopt prohibition 
and woman suffrage, would drive finan- 
ciers out of the Prohibition ranks. 

Gen. Bidwell, in reply toa telegram, 
said he would not withdraw if nomi- 
nated, unless so instructed by Chairman 
ae St. John, Dr. Funk or Miss Wil-

From President Harrison, 
Rocugzster (N. Y.,) June 28.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The annual conven- 
tion of the Republican State League 
opened .his morning with a large at- 
tendance. There were speeches of 
welcome by the mayor and responses. 
President McAlphin delivered his an- 
nual address, predicting the brightest 
prospects for Republican success. Re- 
cess was then taken. : 
When the convention reassembled a 


j.resolution was offered recognizing the 


Women’s National Republican Associa- 
tion asa valued and welcome co-worker 
in the cause of good government and in- 
viting the association to extend its or- 
ganization into the State, and reqvest- 
ing the aid of all Republican women in 
the State in the coming contest; recom- 
mending the organization of women’s 
auxiliary clubs and pledging hearty and 
active codperation. The convention ad- 
journed till tomorrow. 

Comniunications from prominent Re-

tion today. President Harrison, after 
expressing regret at his inability to at- 
tend the convention, said in part: 

I cannot in thisletter discuss the great 
issues now presented for debate, but I ven- 
ture to call your attention to the significant 
action.of the Chicago convention upon the

interests of American workingmen. thatin 
making tariff reductions to domestic indus- 
tries there should be regardfor the labor 
and capital connected therewith. All these 
declarations were stricken out by an over- 
whelmihg vote, and the resolutions adopted 
must be construed to be an aflirmative 
declaration that Democratic legislation 
upon the tariff will be without thought of 
its Gestructive effect upon American indus- 
tries. This seems to me to constitute a 
declaration more extreme and more de- 
structiye than wasecver before promulgated 
by the Democratic party. The Republican 
party may therefore appeal with added 
confidence to American workingmen and 
Ame€rican producers to sustain the policy 
abways highly regardful of their interests.

Cultivating Strawberries. 
(The Ohio Farmer.] 

How frequently do we hear the ex- 
pression, ‘‘no use to cultivate; no 
weeds.’’ The object of cultivation is 
not to kill weeds, but to prevent them 
from sprouting. if this is done it will 
also answer several other purposes. 
The soil will be in a condition for the 
free admission of air and water, to 
change the latent plant food into an 
available form. It will check evapora- 
tion. One great point gained by fre- 
quent cultivation in a dry season is that 
the air during the night, when no dew 
is formed, enters this mellow soil and 
reaches a cooler subsoil, where the 
moisture is condensed and deposited. 

‘If the patch is of considerable width 
it will pay well to cultivate both ways 
until the runners are ready to layer. 
The cultivation during April, May and 
June should be deep. Deep culture dur: 
ing this period will cause the roots tc 
strike down. Especiaily is it very im- 
portant that the space which the run 
ners shall occupy be deeply stirred dur 
ing these months.

| . CHANGES OF THE CALENDAR. 


The Length of the Year Has Frequently 
Beon Altered Since 738 LB. C. 
| [Chicago Heraild.] 

The Egyptians were the first people 
to fix the length of the year. hat is 
known as the ‘‘Roman year’’ was intro- 
duced by Romulus, 788 B. C., and was 
} corrected by Numa, 718 B. C., and 

again by Julius Caesar, 45 B.C. Casar 
fixed the solar year at 865 days and six 
hours, This was known as the ‘Julian 
style."’ But the Calendar of Julius was 
defective in this particular: ,The real 
solar year consists of 865 dayS, 5 hours 
and 49 minutes. 
euce of eleven minutes between true 
solar time and solar time according to 
Cesar. 

At the time of Pope Gregory XIII (he 
became pope in 1572) that difference 
of but eleven minutes each year had 
pede to be an error of ten whole days, 

6 obviate this error Gregory ordained 
in 1582 that that yearshould consist of 
but 856 days. This change was called 
the change from the Julian to the Gre- 
gorian system of reckoningtime. How- 
ever, al] the world; with the exception 
of Italy and a few inconsiderable coun- 
| tries, reckoned time by the old Julian 

style for more than a hundred years 
after. Gregory had announced the 
change. In England the Gregorian sys- 
tem was not recognized until 1782, at 
which time another whole day of error 
had been added. In the year last men- 
tioned above England and her depend- 
encies, America included, made the 
change, September 5 of that year being 
[yeckoned as the 14th. Russia is the 
only country of any importance that 
still adheres to the old style system.

OFFICE HOLDING. 


How It Saps Mantiness and Enervates the 
Whole Character. 
[Hawthorne's Preface tothe “Scarlet Het- 
ter’’-—especially commended to the editor of 
the Evening Custom ‘us. } 


l had ceased to be a writer of tolera- 


bly poor tales and essays, and had be-. 


come a tolerably good surveyor of the 
customs. That wasall.. But, neverthe- 
less, it is anything but agreeable to be 
haunted by a suspicion that one’s intel- 
lect is dwindling away; or exhaling, 
without your consciousness, like ether 
out of a phial; so that, at every clance, 
you find a smaller and less volatile resid- 
ium. Of the fact there could be no 
doubt; and examining myself and oth- 
ers, 1 was led to conclusions, in refer- 
ence to the effect of public office on the 
character, not very favorable to the 
mode of life in question. A custom- 
house officer, of long continuance, can 
hardly be a very praiseworthy or re- 
spectable personage, for many reasons; 
one of these, the tenure by which he 
holds his situation, and another, the 
very mature of his business, which—- 
though, J trust, an honest one—is of 
such a sort that be does not share in the 
united effort of mankind. 

An effect —which I believe to be ob- 
servable more or less in every individ- 
ual who has occupied the position—is, 
that@vhile he leaus on ° the mighty arm 
of the Republic, his own proper 
strength departsfrom him, He loses in 
an extent proportioned to the weakness 
or force of his original nature the capa- 
bility of self-support. If he possesses 
an unusual share of native energy, or 
the enervating magic of place-does not 
operate too long upon him, his forfeited 
powers may be redeemable. The ejected 
ofticer—fortunate in the unkindly shove 
that sends him forth betimes to strug- 
gie amid a struggling world—may re- 


‘turn to himself and become all that he 


hasever been. But this seldom hap- 
ens. He usually keeps his ground just 
ong enough for his own ruin and is 
then thrust out with sinews al) un- 
strung to totter along the difficult foot 
of life as he best may. Conscious of his 
own inferiority--that his tempered 
steel and electricity are lost—he for- 
ever afterward looks wistfully about 
him in quest of support external to 
himself. His pervading and continual 
hope — ballucination which in 
the face of all discouragement 
and making light of impodssibilities, 
haunts him while he lives and. I fancy, 
like the convulsive throes of the chol- 
era, torments him for a brief space 
after death—is that finally, and in no 
longtime, by some happy coincidence 
of circumstances, be shall be restored 
to office. This faith. more than any- 
thing else, steals the pith and availabil- 
ity out of whatever enterprise he may 
dream of undertaking: Why stould he 
toil and moil, and*be at so much trouble 
to pick himself up out of the mud, 
when, in a little while hence the strong 
arm of his uncle will raise and support 
him? Why should he work for his tiv- 
ing here, or go to dig gold in California, 
when he is so soon to be made happv, 
at monthly intervals, with a little pile 
of glittering .coin out of his uncle's 
pocket’ It is sadly curious to observe 
how slight a.teaste of office suffices to 
infect a poor fellow with this singular 
disease. Uncle Sam's gold-—meaning 
no disrespect to the worthy old gentle- 


man—has, in this respect, a quality of 


enchantment like that of the devil's 
wages. Whoever.touches it should look 
well'to himself, or he may find the bar- 
gain to go hard against him, involving, 
if not his soul, yet many.of his better

Los Axctugs, June 28.—[To the Editor 
of Tae Times.| The (shall “I say po- 
litical?) axe has fallen in the Board 
of Eflucation, and at least thirty lady 
teachers of thiscity have been informed, 
on a type written sheet, that the Board of 
Education directs that you be notified that 
your services will not be required in the 
school departn.ent fcrthe ensuing year.’’ 
I was vastly amused at your acconnt of the 
interviews held with Messrs. Kierlnff, 
Marsh and. Robarts, in which they state 
that ‘‘the jist covers about one dozen and 


teachers go, and are sure the rest of the 
hoard feel the same.’ Tosay the least of 
itthere'sa big discrepancy betweenape 
stories told by different miembers of thé 
board, and every indication of the prea- 
ence of an Ethiopian somewhere in the 
vicinity of the educational elevation of fuel. 
The cruel factremains to be accounted for 
that, notwithstanding the honorable gen- 
tleman’s denial, a large number of ol4 and 
highly-efliicient teachers have received the 
above notification. 

I have taken paiys to make careful in- 
quiry among various teachers, and find 
that many of those who have heen notified 
that they are no longer needed bave never 
been visited by the members of the board. 
Only the superintendent and his assistant 
have visited them and have ‘reported most 
favorably concerning them. However, I 
have it on the best authority thatthe board 
had a quiet little session all to themselves 
(I do not like to say secret because that is 
against the law,) during which the list of 
teachers to be dropped was decided upon, 
and to which the board did not invite the 
superintendent and his assistant. The 
only onesin many instances who had vis- 
ited these teachers who were to be 
dropped and certainly the only ones, 


whom they have been teaching, who knew 
aught oftheir qualifications as teachers. 
The results of their deliberations were in 
many instances a compicte surprise to the 
superintendent and his assistant. 

n some of these cases that I have in- 
quired into, the teachers have given the 
most complete satisfaction tathe schcol- 
room and tothe parents of the children in 
their charge, and it is utterly impossible to 
tell upon what these bonorable gentlemen 
base their charges of incompetency—cer- 


tothe unprejudiced mind the only fair test. 

The general opinion seems to be that 
those teachers who have been so unfortu: 
nate a8 to be almost unacquainted° with 
the members of the board have been the 
sufferers—on which subject there is a 
chance for a great difference of opinion. 

Itisto be hoped, [n justice to the fair 
name of our city and in fairness to those 
faithful women who hare spent years in 
the service, and who, because tueir hair 
has begun to be silvered o'er with the touch 
of time, are certainly deserving of the best 
places so long as they are entirely compe- 
tent to fill them, and nothing but proven 
in¢competence should displace them. By 
the way, there has been much unfavorable 
comment on this gray-haired business. 
Perhaps if the honorable nentlemen were 
all on the sunny side of 40 themselves they 
would have more respect for the touch of 
time. Why is it that in any other profes- 
sion age and experience are supposed to 
bring wisdom, while in the teachers’ pro- 
fession, atleast in Los Angeles, it appears 
to be adetriment? 

I have heard it asserted that one of the 
best teachers the city had ever been fortu- 
nate enough to employ has been dropped 
because she believes in Christian science. 
If this is so the honorable gentlemen must 
be laboring under a delusion; because we 
are to celébrate an event of the fifteenth 
century this year there is certainly no ne- 
cessity for introducing the fifteen century 
ideas of religious intolerance. Surely in 
this free and enlightened country one 
entitled to believe as one pleases, and as 
long as the teacher in question does not 
teach itin school, her belief should con- 
cern no one but herself. J hope for the 


unfounded. 

Taken all in all, itis rather a deplorable 
state of affairs, and itis a pity to see our 
educational banner dragged in the mire.

CARPENTER IN RUSSIA. 


THE TIMEs will begin the publication in 
July of a series of travel letters from 
Russia by Frank G. Carpenter. These 
letters will give the best view of Russia 
and its institutions that has yet been pre- 
sented to the people of the United States.

After some 
months in Russia Mr. Carpenter will visit 
other parts of the continent, devoting him. 
self to the writing up of such subjects and 
men as are especially interesting to 
American readers, and sparing neither 
time, money, labor nor influence to get the 
bestof foreign information for us. It is 
safe to predict that this series of letters 
will be interesting in the extreme, and they 
will surpass, if anything, the writer's 
travel matter in the past. It will be re- 
membered that he has traveled more 
widely, perhaps,and more successfully than 
any other correspondent in the: United: 
States. Four years ago he made a year's 
tour around the world, during which he 
had long interviews with the King of 
Korea, Li Hung Chang, the Viceroy of 
China; the King of Greece, the Khedive of 
Egypt, the Sultan’ of Jahore, and other 
famed Oriental potentates, and last year 
he spent the spring in Mexico, where he 
had a long interview with President Diaz 
in the National Palace, and gave an entirely 
new view of the country and its people. 
Mr. Carpenter's letters are practical com- 
mon sense letters. He believes in describ- 
ing things as they are and he knows just 
what the people want to read, and is able 
to tell it in an interesting way. . He be. 
lieves that the letters he will send us from 
Russia will be the best that he has ever 
written, and he says he has no doubt but.

The Red Flag of Anarchy. 

The various labor organizations of the 
city helda mass-meeting at Turnverin 
Hall last Monday evening, which was 
presided over by Mayor Hazard, and the 
proceedings were of a temperate and 
orderly character.

Such has been the curse 
of private property, and it will endure as 
long as private property remains. Who- 
ever, therefore, is truly striving for the 
happiness of mankind atlarge must join us 
in the cry: 

Down with private property! 


Whoever, thereforé, will wage war 
against private property cannot run to its 
patron saint, the State, for aid, as many in 
their blindness would gladly do. “~~ 

Private property can Only be overthrown 
by the destruction of fts guardian, the 
State. Both institutions must stand or fall

We believe in maintaining the standard 
of American labor above that of any 
other country on the globe, and improv- 
ing our own standard wherever it can 
be done. To this end we favor the ex- 
clusion of the Chinese and pauper im- 
migration from Europe. To this-end 
we favor a protective tariff. To this 
and we favor public schools. To this 
and we favor guaranteeing the fullest 
civil rights to every citizen, be he white 
or black, rich or poor.

County Division Again. 

The matter of another subdivision of 
the county by setting off the eastern 
end, to be formed intoa new. county to 
be called Pomona, has been brought AP 
early in the season by a visit from 
Pomona delegation, urging that an am- 
icable arrangement be made for the: 
separation. We suppose the inevitable 
destiny of any county so large as ‘Los 
Angeles is to be subdivided. We have 
no desire tostandin the way of prog- 
ress if it can be demonstrated that 
public sentiment is ready for. the 


change, and if, at the same time, the 


interests of the original county are con- 
served. We think that amicable ar- 
rangements might be made so that we 
could tell Pomona county to goin peace, 
But one of the conditions precedent ‘to” 
that should bea new county govern- 
ment bill forthe remainingcounty. We 
do not want to be left with a system too. 
cumbrous and too expensive for our re- 
quirements. The Legislature which 
made the former division, setting off 
Orange county, gave us simultaneously 
two extra Superior Judges. We did not 
need them, and will need them still less 
when Pomona takes away her share of 
the county and people. There are 
questions of territory, boundaries, pop- 
ulation, etc., which’ will have to be con- 


sidered. We suggest that the Chamber | 


of Commerce appoint a committee to 
meet the Pomona delegation and talk 
over matters of detail. ‘

one or more record-breakers. The first 


“person té a “thing, from” that very 


fact, becomes a noteworthy individual’ 
andsets.up a standard by which the 
achievements of all his successors may 
He may forages remain 
by reason of his priority the most dis- 
tinguished performer of that particular 
‘action or achievement. History is full 
of the names of these pioneers in human 
effort: their names have become house- 
hold words. Every school boy is taught 
that Archimedes discovered the lever, 
Gutenberg was the first printer, Cadmus 
the first inventor of written characters, 
Fulton the first toapply steam to loco- 
motion on water, Watts the origi- 
nator of steam as an agent in 
locomotion by land, Montgolflier the 
first weronaut—at least the first well 
authenticated navigator of the air, 
Morse the first telegrapher. And the 
list isa much longer ove, The proba- 
bilities are that the majority of these 
record-makers in human history were 
not considered by their neighbors and 
friends or by their contemporaries in 
general as men capable of or who bad 
performed anything particularly won-

the ‘first’? man of today may in some 
instances and in some localities, at 
least, be living and toiling without 
raising a ripple ou the human current:

As Adam was the first man all sorts 


of ingenious hypotheses have ascribed 
Sto him the first performance of many 
interesting and, perhaps, highly imag- 
inative deeds, While ve was the first 
husband and the first father, lovers no 
doubt rejoice to think that he was not 
the first lover, since his wife was ready 
made to hand for him and he had no 
choice in the matter, choice being at 
the very foundation of affection of “that 
“sort. 

Scipio Africanus, one of the most fa- 
mous of the warriors of ancient Rome,

FIRST CLEAN-SHAVEN ROMAN, 

No wonder he was popular with all 
yourg men; were there no other reason 
for it his name would no douodt figure in 
history. Forin the days of the early 
Rowan civilization the beard was a 
badge, if not exactiy of servitude, at 
least of something approaching — bar- 
barism. Just as the attendents in the 
best regulated places of public resort 
today are required to wear clean-shaven 
faces, so the slaves in the days of Scipio 
were commanded to wear beards and it 
had within a short time become to that 
extenta mark of degradation. 

THE FIRST MAN TO MAKE SHOT © 

was named Watts, though there is no 
evidence that he was in any way re- 
lated to the inventor of the steam en- 
gine.

New Tomate Diseases. 
{American Gardening.) 

The tomato, also, has its blights. Ac- 
cording to reports given by growers in. 
the Pacific States, some of them lost 
every Ee in their hotbeds by a dis- 
ease, the true nature-of which has not 
yet been discovered. The plants simply 
wilt and die. We believe this blight is 
closely related to that which has proved 
so Cestructive to cucumber and melon 
vines in various parts of the country. 
Another fungus disease has made its ap- 
pearance in the tomato forcing-house of 
the Cornell experiment _ station. 
‘*The first indication of the presence of 
this disease in tomatoes,”’ says E. 
Lodeman in Garden and Forest, ‘‘is 
shown by the foliage. Small, often 
vagvely detined leaf-areas_ lose their 
dark green color, and become 
lighy green; these portions soon 
turn yellowish, and: at the same 
time the leaf begins to curl, the outer 
edge being generally drawn downward. 
This causes the leaves to appear con- 
siderably smaller, which is quite char- 
acteristic of the disease. The discolor- 
ation of the leaves pregresses slowiy, 
while the portions which were first af, 
fected gradually die, giving the leaf. a 
spotted appearance. The spots in- 
crease in size, their form ‘becomes very 
irregular, and in this maaner each leaf- 
let succumbs. Upon the fruit, the first 
symptom is a translucent appearance of 
portions of the outer wall. The cen- 
ters of these portions turn brown and 
then black. while the disease spreads 
spreads moreor less rapidly at the 
outer edges, where a border of the 
translucent tissue is foynd, The fruit 
borne by diseased plants also appears to 
be more irregular than that upon: nor- 
mal plants.’

Raspberries for Home and Market, 

{American Gardening.] 
As a market berry no one, especially 
the amateur, should build too high 
hopes on the raspberry... For home use 
you cannot get cheated if you place con- 
fidence in it, because it is one of the 
best berries for family use and comes in 
season immediately after the straw- 


berry. The raspberrv, too, unlike the 


strawberry, is excellent for canning, for 
jellies, and for preserving. Kaspberry 
preserve has a most delicious flavor pe- 
culiarly itsown. There is no way to 
preserve the strawberry’s flavor and 
lusciousness after it goes into the ket- 
tle. Heat and sugar almost destroy the 
distinctive acid strawberry flavor, so en- 
joyable in fruits fresh from the vines. 

But when we come to profitable mar- 
keting the strawberry is superior to 
raspberry. Still, there are markets 
where the Cuthbert raspberry may be 
made quite profitable. 1 have been 
speaking in a relative way concerning 
the two berries. The raspberry has 
this advantage: A plantation once set, 
if rightly handied, will last for several 
years, while the strawberry plant must 
be renewed bi-annually. I know a 
fruit-grower who received $450 an 
an acre from a plantation of Cuthbert 
raspberries during some seasons,. but 
he lives near a city market and has 
practically no competition. Berries at 
from 14 to 18 cents a quart wholesale 
cannot fail to be profitable when the 
bushes are wel! cultivated. 

It is very important in raspberry cul- 
ture that hardy varieties be selected. 
No matter how early or fine-fruiting a 
variety may be, if it winter-kills, dis- 
card it; it will not be profitable. Ifone 
has a young orchard and the trees are 
set as they should be, twenty-five or 
thirty feet apart, this would be a fine 
piace for growing red raspberries. But 
they should be well cultivatad, the soil 
well fertilized and the rows kept free 
from weeds. ‘Thé partial shade from 
the tree will be an advantage to the 
plants. 

Don't make the mistake of setting 
raspberry ro.vs too near together. It is 
better to have the plants “form a con- 
tinuous hedge inthe rowS than to have 
the rows so. neartogether that a horse | 
and cultivotor cannot be run over the 
plantation every spring. Seven feet is 
near enough to set raspberry rows, as 
the intervening space will gradually be 
contracted by the growth of plants. 

Raspberry bushes-should be pruned 
early and mercilessly. Varietics such 
as Cuthbert and Turner make a tall, | 
rampant growth. If properly pruned, 
when theiycanes are two orthree feet 
high, and the laterals well trained, so 
that they may not become scrawly, 


thick bushy plants, that will yield 
immense «crops of fruit, are soon 
formed.

Important Meeting of the Fruit- 
Growers. 


=a and Means Discussed for the 
~...Eradication of Seale Pests. 


Strong Resolutions Adopted Indors- 
ing Prof. Ccquillette, 


Committees Appointed to Investigate Ex- 
isting Methods—Coming Toachers 
the Public Schools—Briefs 
and Personals. 


SANTA ANA, 

It is not often that suchian intelHigent- 
looking audience of fruit-growers assem- 
bles together as appeared yesterday in the 
meeting of the horticulturalists of the six 
southern counties. Boards of Supervisors 
and praminent fruit-growers of several of 


the counties metin Santa Ana to discuss 


available means to be adopted generally in 
the eradication of the scale, andto promote 
such measures in the development ofthe 
fruit industry as will tend to put the indus 


tryon a more substantial and stable foun- 
dation. 


The meeting was called to order at 10 
o'clock, When the hearing of reports in ex- 
periments of fumigation was at once en- 
tered into, and soon the 200 or 250 fruit- 
growers present became so interested in 
the reports that some of them almost imag- 
ined themselves in a badiy-infested or- 
chard making sad havoc of red, white, 
black and yellow scale in a very satisfac- 
tory manner. 

Dr. Ciaflin of Riverside reported on the 
method adopted by the Riversiders in their 
onslaught on the destructive little pests 
and by numerous experiments made proved 
conclusively that fumigation would do the 
work, where spraying would have little or 
no effect. He also stated that the interior 
portions of the State could use a very much 
greater amount Ot cyanide in their prepara- 
tions than the Coast portions of the State 
and not doinjury to the trees, adding at 
the same time that he hadused as much as 
twenty to twenty-five ounces, while in some 
portions of the Coast country it was stated 
that as little as two ounces had done the 
work and done it effectually. 

Mr Collins of Ontario read a report from 
Commissioner Perry of Orange county giv- 
ing aserlesof experimentsin fumigation 
by daylight. By those experiments it was 
proved that early in the morning, when the 
dew is on the trees, is nota good time to 
apply the acid, it being almost impossible 
to kill the insects without’ great injury to 
the trees. The report stated that the 
people of Anaheim were enthusiastic in the 
eradication of the scale, and that they were 
doing all they could to assist in the good 
work. 

Mr. Finch of Riverside was called out, 
andin answer to numerous questions put 
to him gave some very valuable informa- 
tion astothe amount necessary and the 
proper preparation of the chemicals used 
to insure the best results. He insisted that 
dry weather was unquestionably the better 
time to apply the acid. Mr. Finch here 
took occasion to speak of the impending 
necessity of the six southern counties tak- 
ing some action tending toward the secur- 
ing-of such chemicals as were used in fumi- 
gating more cheaply.~@He advocated that 
if the -ix southern counties wouldact asa 
unitinthe matter a great saving to the 
fruit-grower would surely be the result. 

Dr. Dannof Pomona said that he had 
tried almost everything he had heard of, 
when he was called out to give his opinion 
as to the best kind of material’ to use for 
tent covers, but that he had not yet found 
just what he wanted. He took from 
his valise, however, a sample of heavy 
drilling, covered with a wash, the extract of 
cactus, that came the nearest, he said, to 
what he thought ought to be used. He 
said the preparation was easily made and 
quite inexpensive. This was followed by 
the reading of reports of experiments in 
fumigation on black scaie over a period of 
nine months, showing that in some 
instances it took as many as three 
applications of the gas to thoroughly erad- 
icate the pests. Some of the trees, 
however, were treated effectually. by one 
application.. It was his opinion thattwenty 
minutes, under ordinary circumstances, 
was sufficient time to treat the trees and 
would do the work as well as forty minutes 
with less liability of burning the trees. 

A. discussion followed as to the relative 
strength of different brands of cyanide and 
the fact was developed that so far as ex- 


periments had been made that Bowers & 


Wightman’s refined had given the best sat- 
isfaction, and that that which came in tin 
cans preserved its strength far better than 
that which came in barrels. 

Prof. Coquillette, Government entomol- 
ogist for this district, was present; and ex- 
plained how several of the most prominent 
experiments had beef conducted. 

In the afternoon the order of the meeting 
was a general discusssion of the fumigat- 
ing and spraying question, which was fol- 
lowed by the appointment of a committee 
of three, consisting of Dr. N. H. Claflin of 
Riverside, Joel Parker of Orange and W. 
M. of Placentia, to inves- 
tig nd determine the best brand 
of cyanide to be used by the six southern 
counties infumigating. It was then sug- 
gested that the meeting adjourn to an or- 
ange orchard near byto witness tiie new 
Riverside process of handling a fumigating 
tent while in use. 

The following resolutions were passed in- 
dorsing Prof. Coquillette as to his ability to 
care for the parasites entrusted to his 
care:

A contributor to the Rural New 
Yorker says: ‘‘Now that it is easy to 
hatch chickens in an incubator or with 
hens, if we could grow them _ success- 
fully with a brooder it would be ‘smooth 
To get the chickens hatched 
is easy, is it? There are seven incuba- 
tors at work near me, varying from the 
newest make, with ail the latest de- 
vices, to the cheap, home-made hot- 
water box. Their capacity is from 200 
to 600 eggs. The first time the big 
machine was tried twelve chickens 
were hatched. The eggs cost $15. 
The only reason fer the failure I heard 
was thatthe incubatar was too near 


the cellar door, and a current ofcold air 


struck it when the door was opened. 
One machine cost .$80 brand new and 
a new man took charge of it. The eggs 
cost $10. It was put in the kitchen.

The Author of the Threatening Let- 
ter to Rev. Collins Discovered.

Several weeks ago Rev, J. H, Collins, 
of the Railroad Congregational CLurch, 
took an active part in trying to reform 
a young girl named Linde, who went 
astray. The girl's family attended his 


church,-and when Mr. Collins found 


that the girl was not conducting her- 
self properly he endeavored to induce 
her to give up her evil ways, and even 
went so far. as to take her to his house 
after she had been hopelessly compro- 
mised by a young man named Pollock, 
until her parents would allow her to re- 
turn to her home. The affair created 
quite a sensation at the time, and Mr, 
Collins received a threatening letter 
signed “Irish and Railroad,’ in which 
the writer intimated that the minister 
wonld be treated toa coat of tar and 
feathers if he did not leave town, and 
even hinted at agsassination if it be- 
came necessary, 

As Mr. Collins had only acted in the 
matter from the best motives, and had 
the approval not only of his own 
conscience, but that of every one fa- 
miliar with the case, he was at first at 
a loss to understand from whom the 
letter came. He did not fora moment. 
believe that the railroad men had any- 
thing to do with it, and at once took 
steps to discover the author. His sus- 
picions fellon a man named Joe Scec- 
chitano, driver of a fruit wagon, who 
called at his house. to make him apolo- 
gize for calling him a ‘‘scalawag,’’ and’ 
warning the Linde girl’s parents 
against him. Scecchitano couldn't bluff 
the preacher, who, by the wayis a 
shining example of ‘*muscular Christi- 
anity,’? and when the preacher invited 
him to get off his wagon and settle the 
matter, the fellow drove off ina hurry, 
saying to Mr. Coliins that he had heard 
from him once, and would hear again, 
as he could not remain in the neighbor- 
hood. 

Acting on this clew, Mr. Collins em- 
ployed Detective Iusley to look up the 
case, and that officer has succeeded in 
fastening the authorship of the letter 
on Scecchitano, that individual confess- 


-ing that he had mailed the letter, but 


that another man wrote it. 

It was Mr. Collin's intention to 
prosecute the author of the letter, but 
on investigation it was found that all 
he could do would be to have the 
fellow placed under bonds to ‘keep the 
peace. To do this he would have to 
swear that he was in fear of bodiiv 
harm, and this Mr. Collins will not do, 
as he says he is not afraid of the an- 
onymous letter writer or any one else.

any further annoyance the “fighting 
parson’’ will administer some personal 
chastisement without troubling the.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Weekly Bulletin Issued for 
Southern California. 
BEETLE—ENLARGED. 


Fogs on the Coast Beneficial to the Grow- 
ing Crops—Apricots Ripening Ruap- 
idly—Fruits Generally Look- 
ing Very Well. 


e 


Following is the regular weekly crop 
bulletin issued by the weather bureau 
for Southern California for the week 
ending June 27: . 


Ventura county—Hueneme: The con- 
tinued foggy weather has been beneficial 
to growing crops. Threshing is at full 
height. 

Los Angeles county—Lancaster: Apri- 
cots are coming into market. The crop 
will not be more than enough for local con- 
sumption, owing to the trees being young 
and the increased demand. Verdugo: The 
warm weather of the latter part of the 
week ripened apricots rapidly. Early 
peaches will be ripe in a few days. Apri- 
cots are a fair crop, peaches up tothe 
average. Blackberries are abundant 
Corn and root crops are looking unusually 
well. Los Angeles: The weather con- 
tinued cooler than usual, with foggy 
mornings. the — first part of the 
week and light rain onthe “2d; the latter

WINTER VEGETABLES 


Large Profits of ‘This New In- 


dustry. 


W hat is Being Done Along the Frost- 
less Belt. 


Sixty-fivé “Dollars for a Sack of 
Green Peppers. 


A Visit to the Hammel & Denker Ranch— 
Boring for Water—Sugar-beets as 
Food for Cowa—An Attrac- 


That section of country along the 
foothills, between Los Angeles and the 
ocean, still remains almost a terra in- 
cognita to 90 per cent. of the inhabit- 
ants of Los Angeles, although it is one 
of the most interesting portions of the 
county, and, perhaps, saffords more 
striking evidence of what our climate 
and soil are capable of than any other 
section in Southern California. 

The great present drawback to the 
Cahuenga Valley is the lack of means of 
communication. The Los Angeles and 
Pacific Railroad still remains obstin- 

‘ ummy line, 
which extends as far as Hollywood, is 
operated at intrequent intervals. The 
roads, however, are good at this season 
of the year, and the drive along the 
foothills affords a constantly changing 
scene of attractive views. A couple of 
days ago the writer accepted the invita- 
tion of A. H. Denker to drive through 
this section, of the possibilities of which 
Mr. Denker is an ardent exponent, also 
showing his faith by his works. 

The pretty village of Hollywood, 
nestied at the foot of Cahuenga Pass, 
shows fresh improvementsevery time it 
is visited. This. in common with the 
rest of the frostless belt, is evidently 
destined to become a great lemon-grow- 
ing section. E. C. Hurd hasten acres 
in oranges and lemons, the latter only 
two years old and loaded with fruit, 
Mr. Hurd cures them by simply packing 
them in sand in his cellar. : 

Colegrove is the oldest improved 
place of importance in this part of the 
valley. The tasteful residence of ex- 
Senator Cole, embowered in thick foli- 
age, looks cool and inviting. 

Between Colegrove and the Soldier’s 
Home, a distance of about ten miles, 
there are a dozen ideal Southern Cali- 
fornia homes of ten, twenty or fortv 
acres nestled on the hillside, or at the 
mouth of the several romantic cajjons 
whichopen into the mountains. The 
city visitor views with longing these 
charming places, so near the concen- 
trated city civilization and yet so 
entirely free from turmoil 
and rush of city life. Among the 
noteworthy places are those of 
Messrs. Benedict, Miller and Durfee. 
The vegetation along here is quite trop- 
ical. Atthe Durfee place we picked 
ripe bananas, growing half wild, with- 
our any care; also large limes, as clean 
and bright as a new dollar. Immense 
lemon trees, loaded with fruit, stand in 
a hollow. where they receive no irriga- 
tion beyond the natu-al subteranean 
drainage from the hilis. 

The specialty~of the frostless belt, 
however, is winter vegetables, The 
season is just drawing to a close, with 
shipments of the last tomatoes, of which 
there are several hundred acres along 
the valley. The chief vegetables 
planted are tomatoes, string beans, 
peas, chile peppers and’ cabvage. It is 
only during the past few years the 
possibilities of this industry have begun 
to be realized, although for a long time 
San Francisco has drawn its winter 
supply of vegetables from this section, 
after the frost has stopped shipments 
from other cuarters. A couple of years 
ago a winter vegetable association was 
organized and reguiar shipments were 
commenced to Kastern points. Since 
then, peas, beans, tomatoes and early 


as far east as Bost The express 
rates were very high and with the com- 
mission charges, etc., consumed a large 
portion of the high prices obtained. 
Since then, the railroads have made 
in orauge cars, by fast freight to 
Chicago, Kansas City and = other 
points. Under this rate -it will 
be possible to get winter vegetables 
from Los Angeles to any partsof the 
United States at a cost of about 8 cents 
a pound.

cases where water was obtainable: The 
two great needs of this fertile valley 
are transportation and irrigation facili- 
ties. Although everything except cit- 
rus fruits is raised without irrigation, 
water is needed to insure the starting 
of vegetables atthe right time, in case 
the rains are delayed. There are sey- 
eral projects for irrigation on foot. Mr. 
Denker is endeavoring to solve the 
problem, as far as his ranch is con- 
cerned, by boring a tunnel in the hills. 
It isnow in over 300 feet, and has de- 
veloped about four inches. He expects 
to get several hundred inches be- 
fore long, in which case it will 


be possible to irrigate a large section

of most fertile land. 

Some statistics given 
asto winter vegetable shipments last 
season show the remarkable possibili- 
ties of this industry. From ten acres 
of land he sold 885 sacks of green 
peas, weighing 07,98% pounds. The 
average price reccivedin San Francisco 
was $ centsa pound. Freight to San 
Francisco bv express is $1.75 a hundred 
pounds; commission about 10 per cent; 
expense of picking, sacking and hau!- 
ing to Los Angeles, 1 cent a pound. 
The gross returns from these ten acres 
were over §4000, of which about 
$2500 was net profit, less the cost of 
plowirz, planting and cultivating. 
whichis about the same as for a crop 
of corn. 

A few months ago -.2 Chinaman 
shipped to San Francisco through Mr. 
Denker’s agency aspring wagon load of 
mixed vegetables, for which ¢heck 
for #365 was returned. Mr. Denker 
thought there was some mistake, but it 
was found to be all right. Shortly 
afterward he was again agreeably sur- 
prised, on sending 100 pounds ef green 
peppers to San Francisco, ta receive a 
remittance of $65, the sale having 
been at the rate of sixty-five cents a

each place, from the prosperons city to 
the remgtest hamlet, whether with o* 
without ¥ailroad connection, and robust 
health and superior intelligence are 
neccesitous to the arduous labor.

Securing the Honey, 
(The Ofttio Farmer.) 

Having a lot of good combs, the next 
thing isto get tne bees storing honey 
in them. My plan is to have all colo-. 
nies store noney in sections when.they 
will work in them more readily, but as 
some will not, your supply of comb is 
indispensable, if you wish all the honey 
possible. Ifthe hive is over-crgwded 
with bees long before the honey’flow 
comes the bees will not work as well. . 
When bees begin to build fins of comb 
on top of the frames it is the right time 
to put on sections. I should not put on 
more than one tier at “first and°cover 
them well on top to retain the warmth. 
Iam convinced that many pounds of 
honey are lost yearly because bees can- 
not work their comb in cool weather, 
from the lack of warmth, and thus re- 
fuse to work in sections. A few sec- 
tions partly filled from last year will 
be found valuable. After bees build 
fins of comb on top of the frames, sec: 
tions are put on, well covered. If bees 
do not work in them ina day ortwol! 
should remove them at once and give 
them plenty of empty comb, which 
rarely fails to start them to work. 

Bees often swarm in the height of the 
honey flow when working in sections. 
The following manner of hiving I have 
found to work splendidivy: After the 
bees have settled, take a hive with 
combs, hive the swarm, remove the 
hive frQm the old stand, place the new 
swarm ih its place, take the sections 
from the old hive and place on the new, 
and in a short time they will be storing 
honey in the same sections they so eag- 
erly deserted.a short time before. Open 
the old hive, remove all queen cells but 
one, to prevent after swarms. . When 
honey is coming in fastthe combs should 
be removed as soon as filled, even be- 
fore thev are capped, and placed over 
some weak colony and empty combs put 
in their place. Much more will be 
stored than if all are left on the hive.

The San Francisco Examiner of Mon- 
day contains the following article on 


the consolidation: of the. electric and 
cable roads: 


The most extensive street railroad deal 
ever conceived in California is now being 
consummated in this city, 

The railroads are located in Los Angeles, 
but the owners are most of them capitalists, 
bankers and attorneys. of San Francisco, . 
all the business is transacted 

ere. 

The deal is the result of two years of con. 
tention. Inthe early part of 1890 a cor. 
poration was organized to build and oper. 
ate an electric railroad in Los Angeles. It 
- ot proposed as a scheme hostile to 

able system already in operation there. 
The promoters of the extensive enterprise 
saw what they believed to be a good field 
for investment and energetically took pos. 
session. 

The work of construction had not pro- 
gressed far before it was discovered that, 
owing to the peculiar topography of Los — 
Angeles, it would be isipaentuls 45 to extend 
the lines of the electric road satisfactorily 
without Lede over some of the fran- 
chises held by the cablesystem. According 
tolawit had the right to use the same 
streets occupied by the other roads tothe 
extent of five blocks, and the first collision 
between the tw6 cothpanies was when the 
electric system undertook to exercise the 
right of using the streets already in pos- 
session of the cable roads. The struggle 
was bitter and protracted,. 

The lHtigation on the part of the electric 
road corporation was conducted by the law 
firm of Dorn & Dorn of this city, and re- 
sulted a few months agoin a de¢cision by 
the Supreme Court in favor of the electric 
road. The first mortgage bonds of the 
cable company were held by capitalists and 
bankers of this city and Chicago. and fear- 
ing that their securities would be impaired 
they took upthe cable company’s side of 
the litigation. They pronounced the elec- 


tric company’s enterprise as nothing more ~~ 


than a ‘‘bluiff,’’ professed to believe it was 
not the intention of the company to build > 
a good and substantial road at all, and re- 
solved not to have their interests gacatynee: 
by any such scheme. 

When it was seen that the electric com- 

parly was spending large amounts of money 
in, constructing a most complete railroad 
system the cable road magnates began to 
consider the matter more seriously, and 
proposed-conciliatory measures. 

The directors of the two roads consulted 
together about two months ago in this city, 
and negotiations were opened for the con- 
solidation of the two companies, believing 
that under a united and harmonious man- 
agement they ‘could be more profitably 
operated. 

The agreement was finally reached last 
Monday by which all the property of the 
electric company and the first mortgage 
bonds of the cable company, amounting in 
the aggregate tomore than $3,000,000, 
were transferred to John McKee. cashier of 
Tallant & Co.’s bank, ana D. S. Dorn, of the 


law firm of Dorn & Dorn. 


Anew bond issue on the whole system, 
amounting to $3,000,000, was thus guar- 
anteed, and the interests of both parties 
harmoniously consolidated. To seal the 
union even more completely a number of 
prominent bondholders of the cable com. 
pany were placed in the directory of the new | 
company, and the roads are now running 
along under one management, and the cit- 
izens of Los Angeles are enjoving the priv- 
ileges of transters to all parts of the ern 
for a single fare. * 

The trust deed of the transfer to Messrs. 
McKee and Dorn was put on record on 
Thursday, and all the parties to the transac- 
tion, officers and trustees of the new com- 
pany, are now in the city preparing to 
make the exchange of the oid bonds for the 
new. The deal was completed Saturday. 

The new company is a very strong one 
and represents a capital of fully $5,000, 
000. To make it still stronger, the stock- 
holders have provided for the payment of 
the interest on the bonds for two years in 
advance, so that the income, meanwhile, 
may be used in extending and perfecting 
the system. Itis believed that the bonds 
willcommand a premium right from the 
start. 

Among the stockholders of the company 


are the following well-known banking con- 


cerns and capitalists: Bank of QGalifornia, 
William Alvord and Thomas Brown, presi- 
dent and cashier of the Bank of California; 
ex-Senator James G. Fair, the Pacific Roll- 
ing Mills, the San Francisco Savings Union, 
A. Borel, John McKee, cashier of Tallant 
& Co.; Charles Mayne, John D. Fry, presi- 
dent of the Safe Deposit and Trust Com- 
pany; the Pacific Bank, R. H. McDonald, 
president of the Pacific Bank; D. S. Dorn, 
J. F. Bass, Samuel Miller. Moses Sherman. 
J. M. C. Marble. Lovell White, J. F. Crank 
and Frank V. McDonald. 

The president of the new company is Gen. 
Moses H. Shermanof Los Angeles; secre- 
tacy, Frank V. McDonald of San Francisco;

SOMEWHAT PREMATURE.| 

While the main points in the plan out- 
lined are probably substantially correct, 
the information lfaving evidently been 
furnished by the attorneys for the 
electric company, some-of the. statee 
ments are inaccurate, or rather prema- 
ture. As stated in Tuz Times Saturday 
morning, there can be no consolidation , 
until there has been a foreclosure by 
the holders of the first mortgage cable 
bonds, and this has not yet been done, 
and while the preliminaries may have 
been partially arranged, the deal has 
not yet been consummated, so far as 
this end of the line is concerned. The 
roads are not yet running under one 
management, nor are the “privileges of 
transfers between the two systems yet | 
in force. 

It is probable that this state of af- 
fairs will prevail, but they have not 
yet materialized. Most of the interested 
parties arein San Francisco, and on 
their return, if there is no hitch in the 
artangements, everything: will be 
closed up.

It is not that one is lofty enough 
to feel. that one would ignore the exist- 
ence of the fishballand congealed gravy, 
if dreariness could be aided or sorrow: 
lightened by ones reflecting on them, 
put one would not of intention spend | 
an hour or so in studying an auctioneer’s 
inventory of the contents of a fourth- 
rate restaurant or boarding-house din- 
ing-room, and one does not perfume 
one’s garments with beer. 

This may be Epicurianism or it may 
Not. One must refuge oneself in a use- 
ful platitude. <All things are matters 
of taste. In one’s walk along the street 
one may choose-to remark that there is 
slime mingled with old newspaper and 
decayed orange peel in the gutter, that 
the lamp-posts are hideous and that an 
unprepossessing, partially intoxicated 
gentleman goes by; or one may see a 
beautiful old face or a glowing young 
one, or lift one’s eyes and see that 
above there are depths of purest blue. 

And if the word-painting of the fur- 
nishings of a house and the changes in 
their aspect may be given the color and 
form which make them real and which 
cause them to dwell before us as a pic- 
ture, with meaning in every angle and 
shade, why not the painting of the fur- 
nishings of the mind, of the color of it 
—of its darkening and lightening sha-

which have no age, no period, no past, 
but so long as humanthings are human 
‘belong to nature and today.
